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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 12/9/08 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. Particularly, with respect to the rejection of Claims 41-49 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), the 
applicant states that a "page printer" requires a whole page to be prepared before starting printing of the page because it cannot pause its 
printing operation once the printing for the page has started. The examiner agrees with the applicant in that an electronic photography type 
process printer (a laser printer) does such a function. However, it is noted that the claims do not require a page printer to be an electronic 
photography type process printer. The claims, rather, simply claims the device to a page printer. The examiner further notes that one of 
ordinary skill in the art would recognize that a "page printer" can be an inkjet printer. Such an example is taught by USP 6,115,141 wherein 
on col. 3, lines 16-17 and USP 5,260,009 wherein on col. 5, lines 20-21. If the applicant wishes the electronic photography type process 
printer to be considered in the claims, the examiner respectfully suggests amending the claims to specifically recite an electronic 
photography type process printer in the claims. 
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
